The road is restricted to vehicular traffic. Additionally, the facility is guarded 24/7 
both with the physical presence of officers and video surveillance. And while the Mt 
Lee facility is an important communication hub, the LAFD does not rely solely on it for 
emergency communications, we have several redundant options available. The facility 
itself is fully fenced in and secure. 

The vulnerability of the thousands of facilities over the nearly 400 square miles of the 
city is a constant sources of concern and something we continually evaluate. Both the 
LAFD and LAPD have sworn personnel attached to the Joint Regional Intelligence Center 
(JRIC) who report back to us with actionable Intel on a daily basis. 

I'm always available at my office on Bronson Ave. to elaborate further.

Dear Councilman Ryu, 

Shortly after you took office a group of us, from Hollywoodland and Lake Hollywood 
Estates met with you and your staff at city hall. Jennifer Cohen of DOT, Officers Manny 
Romeral and Phil Walters of the LAPD were also in attendance. 

During the meeting the issue of the communications tower atop Mt. Lee came up and both 
Walters and Romeral wonder why the the road accessing the communications tower was 
not restricted, sighting that both the LAPD and LAFD relied on those towers for their 
communications. Both officers saying, they considered the tower to be a " soft target " 
especially attractive due to the proximity to the Hollywood Sign. 

Due to the events of this passed Friday night in Paris those words resonate with particular 
significance. 

Councilman Ryu, there was a time when the access to the tower was restricted. I used to 
run daily in the hills, if I tried to run that service road I was met with either a ranger or an 
LAPD officer and was either ticketed or escorted off the hill. 

It is time that the city once again restricts access to the tower out of an abundance of 
caution.
